political precedents of th is Com m onw ealth 
ire overturned by the announcem ent that 
for the second tim e in succession her people 
have elected a D em ocratic governor. 
T he N ew s that N ew York has reaffirmed 
its allegiance to th e D em ocratic standard is 
indeed cheering, but it lacks the elem ent 
of unexpectedness w hich m akes the D em o­ 
cratic success in th is State so unique and 
fu ll of m eaning. 
N ew York has gone 
D em ocratic before, and so often that it is 
not unfair to class it am ong the States th at 
have a normal bias tow ards Dem ocracy. 
M assachusetts, on the contrary, has been 
th e historic citadel of Republicanism ,

has been accepted as an axiom of politics 
th at here, at least, the party of high protec-

Tho result Is no surprise to the Dem o­ 
crats. w ho had no confidence in the r - 
election of Cam pbell on account of the im ­ 
m ense sum s of m oney at tim com m and of 
the R epublicans and th e fact th at Ohio has 
never tw ice iii succession elected a D em o­ 
cratic governor. 
■ The greatest surprise is the result in Ham­ 
ilton county, where the bitterest tight was 
m ade against C am pion. He leads his ticket 
in nverv precinct, and instead of running 
behind from 8000 to 10,000 it is douottul if 
tim Republicans w ill boat him more than 
ii5OO liorc 
T he Australian 
ballot, was 
a success, 
although about 5 per cent. of the votes were 
thrown out o n account of being defective. 
T he superior organization and abundant 
m eans at th e service of the Rem iblicans 
have enabled them to s e t out every vote to 
w hich they aro en titled , aud has w on them 
th e victory.

P lu rality. 
In a vote rivallin g in its fulness th at of 
J 883, Gov. R ussell was re-elected by the 
quite sufficient plurality of about 5000. Ac­ 
cording to general expectation, how ever, 
the Republicans elected their candidates 
for all the other State offices. 
T he reserve vote cam e out all over th e 
C om m onwealth, but i t ‘did not com e ou t in 
hostility to Gov. R ussell, who is the first 
Dem ocratic governor in this generation to 
be tw ice elected to th e ch ief m agistracy of 
M assachusetts, 
The Dem ocracy of Boston surprised its 
friends and disappointed its enem ies, w ith 
its unbroken ranks for Russell. 
Boston 
equalled, if not exceeded, her phenom enal 
id e a lit y of a year ago. Russell ran ahead 
of his vote of 1 3 9 0 in nearly every D em o­ 
cratic precinct. 
The returns from th e other cities cam e in 


publicans. 
There was also elected a judicial tick et 
and county officers in the various counties. 
N o city or tow nship candidates were in the 
field, m unicipal elections in Ohio being 
held in April. 
There was also voted upon a constitu­ 
tional am endm ent to enlarge the power of 
th e Legislature in th e m atter of taxation 
and appropriation for th e holding of a con­ 
stitutional convention. 
N either of these 
m atters have attracted any attention in tho 
cam paign, and it is doubtful if one voter in 
a hundred has voted upon them at all. 
W illiam M cK inley, dr., lias been elected 
governor of Ohio by a m ajority of irom 10,- 
0 0 0 to 15,000, on one of th e heaviest votes 
ever cast in the State. 
T he new system of votin g has greatly de­ 
layed the counting of the vote, and only 
scattering returns are in, but M cK inley’s 


E le ctio n 
R esu lted in E x p ected V ictory 
for th e D em ocrats. 
N ew Y o u r, N ov. 3.—N ew Jersey’s elec­ 
tion today resulted in an expected and con­ 
ceded victory for th e Dem ocracy. 
State senators w ere chosen in seven of the 
21 counties, that is in B urlington. Cape May. 
Hunterdon, M iddlesex , Passaic and Sussex 
counties, and to fill a vacancy in Hudson 
co u n ty , where Congressm an E. F. M cDon­ 
ald had resigned his legislative office. 
A com plete House of A ssem bly was also 
chosen, aud a few county offices were filled 
It was a foregone conclusion, before tho 
polls opened, th at th e Republicans could 
not capture control of either th e House or 
the Senate. 
Forty of the 09 assem bly dis­ 
tricts are Dem ocratic and n in e Dem ocrats 
to five Republican senators hold over. The 
Dem ocrats had. therefore, to elect only two 
senators to retain control of th e Satiate, and 
it was absolutely certain that they could 
not lose control of th e House unless there 
was a landslide. 
There was very little interest taken in the 
Assem bly elections. 
The assem blym en in 
N ew Jersey hold office for only one year, 
and those elected today w ill not have a vote 
for U nited States senator in 1893. Senators. 
how ever, h o ld tlieir seats three years, and 
those chosen this fall will have a voice in 
th e selection of Rufus b lo d g ett’s successor. 
Passaic and M iddlesex are clore counties, 
aud the Dem ocrats had m ade particularly 
strong nom inations for senators in B urling­ 
ton and Cape May, so that the eyes of all 
Jersey m en were turned towards those four 
precincts tonight 
T he polls do not close in 
N ew Jersey until 7 o’clock in th e even ing. 
and it was w ell on towards m id night when 
the returns m ade it possible to determ ine 
w hich w ay the battle of the day went.

M. Tsakni, a Russian writer, has pub­ 
lished an interesting work upon the curious 
religious sects of Russia, from w inch it ap­ 
pears that there are no less than 16,000,000 
follow ers of insane and cranky notions In 
th at em pire.

C hristians 
aro constantly 
springing up in spite of all th e efforts of 
Russian despots to keep them down. 
One of these sects is called th e Runaways. 
They tiy from villages and tow ns as soon 
as they em brace the new faith, seekin g to 
destroy th eir identity as m uch as possible, 
and henceforth live as savages. 
T hey return as near to m an’s prim itive 
condition as possible, regard civilization as 
th e greatest of curses, and m ake the rob­ 
bing of churches one of thoir m ost sacred 
duties. 
A nother sect call th em selves 
Christs. 
Th y worship encl) other, a crazy species of 
dancing being their ch ief cerem ony. 
T he Skontsys, another religious body. be­ 
lieve In self-m utilation, but w ill not subm it 
to am putation, although know ng th at a 
life m ay be sated thereby. Like the Christs, 
they are expert dancers. 
B esides dancing and yellin g for hours 
w ithout interm ission th ey add a m idnight 
acrobatic perform ance to the cerem ony, 
m any of the tricks and contortions being 
difficult in the extrem e. 
T he D um b Boys are another of these 
curious sects. 
Why th ey are called Dum b 
Boys no one seem s to know. 
T he sect is 
com posed of both sexes, old m en boing in 
the m ajority. Som e of th ese deluded old 
patriarchs are known to have kept their 
vow of silence for more than h alfa cen tu ry . 
M. SouokeliiT is the leader of a sect which 
preaches suicide as an absolute necessity for 
salvation. 
At one of his great " revivals” In 
K ief he preached so hard in favor of murder 
and suicide that several of his follow ers cut 
each other’s throats. 
T here are dozens of other fanatical relig­ 
ious bodies in tim benighted em pire of the 
Czar, m any of whom practice blood-curdling 
sacrificial cerem onies.

S antiago d e Ch il i, G et 30.—It Is gener- 
ally adm itted bere by tho supporters of tho 
; governm ent and by th e A m ericans and 
those in sym pathy w ith them th at tho situ ­ 
ation of affairs as regards the dispute be­ 
tw een tho U nited States and C hili has not 
Improved. 
In fact, tho anti-Am erican feeling is grow- 
itig iii b itu m e * , and all tile American offi­ 
cials in Chili arc apprehensive that further 
troublers brewing. 
The exact nature of this trouble they are 
unable to define, but th ey see little prospect 
th at an am icable settlem en t of th e V alpa­ 
raiso incident w ill soon be reached, and tho 
signs of 
increasing 
popular 
anim osity 
toward tho United M ates give ground for 
apprehension and indignation. 
It is not intended by th ese statem ents to 
create a feeling of alarm or even anxiety as 
to tho final result of the diplom atic negotia­ 
tions nos. in progress, but from all one can 
see hero today, the relations betw een tho 
.Junta and the U nited States governm ent 
are dangerously strained. 
United States M inister Egan, ('ant. W. S. 
Schley of tho Baltim ore and W illiam B. Me- 
Creeiy, United States consul at Valparaiso, 
wore in close consultation throughout the 
day. 
It is pot possible to obtain anr 
definite 
statem ent 
from 
them 
for 
publication regarding their deliberations, 
Out it can bo said that th ey all consider the 
reply of tho Junta to M inister E gan’s unto 
asking for proper explanation of tho V al­ 
paraiso collision. as decidedly insulting to 
th e Untied States governm ent. 
It is al-o known that they regard tho situ ­ 
ation at present as being ser ous. 
Tim rep v of the Junta, they think, moans 
practically th at Chill is indignant at the 
dem ands 
m ade 
bv 
the 
U nited 
States 
governm ent, that silo w ill take lier own 
tim e to consider the matter, and th at when 
tlie Junta reaches a conclusion that govern­ 
m ent will settle tin* m atter w ithout refer­ 
ence to the view s of th e U nited States on 
the subject. 
The reply of th e Junta, tlmv further say, 
fails to express any regret, for tho murder of 
tho Baltim ore’s men, nor is there in that 
docum ent any expression of regret at the 
conduct of tho police in using their bayonets 
in arresting tile B altim ore’s m en. Several 
of th e latter were more or less severely 
wounded by bayonet thrusts. 
W hile the United States officials here are 
indignant at lite term s of th e reply of tho 
Junta, their indignation is as nothing to 
th at felt t.y the Am erican residents in Chili. 
Tho latter aro looking for more serious 
trouble, possibly in th e near future, be­ 
tw een Chill and the U nited States. 
It is believed today th at tile I 'toted States 
cruiser Baltim ore is prepared to enforce, if 
necessary, proper treatm ent for lier officers 
and sailors w ho m ay be com pelled by the 
necessities of the service to go ashore. 
E verything possible w ill ho done by tho 
Baltim ore’s com m ander to aroid trouble. 
B ut for m arketing, provisioning, w ater­ 
ing. interchange of m essages between the 
com m ander and tho U nited States m inister, 
and other duties, men and officers had to g o 
ashor e and as tho virtual boycott placed 
upon the Baltim ore con tin u es,Cant. Schley, 
lf necessary, will send armed mon ashore 
and will take other steps to ensure thoir 
protection. 
It has just becom e known th at thoro is 
anni her feature of rho Valparaiso outrage 
w hich demands explanation 
The municipal and governm ent officers of 
Valparaiso who investigated 
the attack 
upon the sailors of the Baltim ore com pelled 
th e U nited States m an-of-war’s m en who 
were confined iii tho prison to sign a state­ 
m ent, written in Spanish, exonerating tho 
police from all responsibility as to their 
arrest. 
Those papers had to be signed by tho blue­ 
jackets as one of the conditions of their re­ 
lease. 
A nother point w hich Is not serving to 
allay ill feeling, is the fact th at no courtesy 
of any kind was shown to tho U nited Stfttos 
naval officers or men upon tho occasion of 
tho funeral of Turnbull, the second man of 
tho Baltim ore's crew who died from tho 
injuries lie received during the attack upon 
tho blu ejackets. 
L o n d o n , Oct. 27.—The 
London Tim es 
that M inister Egan’s request for an explana­ 
tion from the Chilian governm ent is natural 
and proper, but tho expression of indigna­ 
tion is a little prematura 
T he ex parte account from tho American 
point of view leaves it extrem ely doubt­ 
ful w hether the paul servants of the Chilian 
governm ent are guilty. 
Until America is 
able to prove this she lins no right to pre­ 
fer dem ands in a blustering and threaten­ 
ing m anner. 
Riots are not unknown tinder tim benig­ 
nant sway of tho W ashington governm ent. 
Chili m ight justly recall the fact that 
M inister Egan 
openly enrolled 
him self 
am ong th e partisans of tho defeated pre­ 
tender, adding appreciably to the difficulty 
of reaching a settlem ent. 
She m ight also remind Am erica of tho 
New Orleans affair, for which Italy got lit­ 
tle satisfaction.

N e w Y o r k , Oct. 30. -There was a g en ­ 
eral air of preparation at the navy yard y es­ 
terday, such os has not been seen for som e 
tim e. 
No orders had been received from 
W ashingt n, but it was in the air th at the 
services of som e of tim vessels at the yard 
m ight be required in Chilian waters, and 
alertness and despatch m arked the m ove­ 
m ents of everybody, and there wna a gen ­ 
eral air of expectancy. O nboard tim Ben 
niiigtou they w ere gettin g ready to go down 
to Gardiner's bay and try her guns. 
On the 
Concord, lier sister ship, the crew was hard 
at work hoisting out th e broken steering 
quadrant and m aking ready to put the new 
one in. Sea stores worn being put aboard 
th e P hiladelphia, and tho Chicago was coal­ 
ing. On board the M mntonomah a hundred 
tilings w ere being done ie put her in shape 
for sea service, ami th e ceaseless sound of 
ham m ers resounded front the Maine. 
(a p t. Erlton, tho com m andant of the yard, 
said "it w ould not take king to get the tLet 
here ready for sea. 
We certainly need a 
strong tleet in C h ilia n waters under the 
p resen t circum stances. T hese new vessels 
of ours are just the th ings to send to 4'InIi. 
They are form idable enough for that ser­ 
vice." Tho feasibility of sending the m oni­ 
tor M iantonom aii to C hili was not fo ra m o­ 
m ent doubted ny any of tim officers spoken 
w ith. 
T here seem s to bo considerable extra 
activity about vessel* at the Mare Island, 
(Cal.) navy yard. Tho naval officers are for­ 
bidden to g ive inform ation regarding move- 
rnunts ot vessels. 
A te le g e n ic carne yester­ 
day asking for an estim ate of tim cost of 
preparing tho Mohican for sea duty w ithin 
tw o w eeks. 
It is expected th at a large 
force of m en will be im m ed iately se: to 
work upon ber. T he m onitor Com anche, 
though designed for harbor defence, can 
put to sea in a few days. Tim Monadnock 
w ill not lie in condition for six m onths yet. 
Few vessels here are available. 
All aro up 
north, at H onolulu or in China. 


W h o H as B lund ered? 


W a s h in g t o n . Oct. 31. — "Has M inister 
Egan blundered, or Is M inister Egan to ho 
m ade to suffer for the blunders of tho 
adm inistration?” 
T his was tho question asked this after­ 
noon by a man who ha* had a lour ex p e­ 
rience in diplom acy, and w ho know s a 
great m any of tho devious tricks of that 
profession. 
Asked w hat ho m eant to convey by this 
question, lie continued: 
“It has boon freely asserted in W ashing­ 
ton since the receipt of tho despatch from 
tho C hilian m inister of fore git affairs, tit 
answ er to tho despatch sen t by th e Presi­ 
d ent to Mr, Egan, that the C hilian answer 
did not in any sense justify such a reply.

A telephone up th e volcano on H aw aii is 
th e latest 
novelty for d w ellers on the 
islands. 
In the old days m en rode on horse­ 
back ahead of tho lava tlow to let th e .settlers 
Know’ there had been an eruption, but here­ 
after it w ill be necessary only to turn the 
crank and call up "Central." 
E. E. R ichards,who b u ilt the volcano tele­ 
phone line, and w ho is rite superintendent 
of th e largest telephone com pany in the 
kingdom , is now in this city. 
"H onolulu has th e m ost w onderful tele­ 
phone system in th e w orld,” said Mr. R ich­ 
ards. 
"You can get any num ber you w ant 
as soon as you ask for it. and can hear per­ 
fectly a very great distance. T here is a 
good system in Hilo, too, and th e lilies run 
the w hole length of the island and go to tho 
houses of m any of the largest planters. 
"The people of H awaii use the telephone 
m uch more thau do tile people .it any part 
of the U nited States that I w as ever in. 
If 
a man wants to know w hat tim e it is, in­ 
stead of gettin g out ot his seat to look at 
the clock ne rings up th e operator and finds 
out. 
"lf a ship m akes port on either side of the 
island all the planters are notified at once, 
so th at th ey can go to th e dock if they 
desire. 
H aw aii could not w ell g et along 
w ith out her telephones. 
"The line to the Volcano H otel was built 
just before I left Hilo. 
I wa* in charge of 
th e construction. It runs along the road 
about half the distance, and then 
cuts 
through the woods to the top. 
“A forest, deep and alm ost im penetrable, 
blocked the way, but m en w ith axes liter­ 
ally cut through it. T he line w ill pay w ell, 
for there is a large hotel up there and travel 
is increasing every year.” 


R eparation 
D em anded 
for A ttack on 
S eam en of th e B altim ore. 
The U nited States governm ent, Monday, 
through M inister Egan at Santiago, for­ 
m ally dem anded reparation from the gov­ 
ernm ent of Chili for th e attack recently 
made in Valparaiso upon a number of the 
seam en of the Baltimore. 
A cting upon the 
instructions front W ashington, Mr. Egan 
precented the Chilian Junta with a detailed 
statem ent of the results of the investiga­ 
tion m ade by (.'apt. Schley of tho Baltim ore 
and by Mr. Egan him self. These investiga­ 
tions had show n that Charles Higgaii, one 
of the B altim ore’s petty officers, was dragged 
by C hilians from a .street car and murdered 
bv a pistol shot, w hile John Turnbull, an­ 
other of the Baltim ore’s wounded m en, who 
died M onday front his injuries, received 18 


States, already w ell know n, is reaffirmed 
and an intim ation giv en that w hile thisgov- 
ernm ent does not in d u lge in threats or m ake 
dem ands w hich are not justified by events, 
it still insists on C hili m aking reparation 
for the k illin g of Am erican sailors and the 
in su lt to the national honor. 


In terestin g C om m ent from A ll Sides. 
Senor M atte, the Chilian m inister at Paris. 
said th at he had received no advices front 
his governm ent relative to th e dem and of 
the U nited States upon C hili, and would not 
express any opinion further titan to say that 
the Jun ta could be depended upon both to 
enforce ju stice aud to m aintain the houorof 
th e country. 
Att attach e of tlio legation w as inclined to 
speak more fully. 
He said th at there was 
no doubt of the ability of C hili to defend 
h erself in a conflict with th e U nited States 
or tiny other power, aud that nothing wquid 
be yielded to menaces. 
T he Ixindon Standard says:

has good reason to be incensed at Chili, but 
when tho trial of the offenders at Valparaiso 
is com pleted there w ll be tim e enough to 
m ove.

B ut those three drills a day wrought 
won lerful changes in the “setting up” and 
carriage of our ''Johnny Raws,” even be­ 
fore Hie uniform s were made. 
It was a point of honor w ith the cadet in­ 
structors to h a’ o large squads of plebes 
ready for guard duty by the Fourth of July. 
Several of our cla-s w onton guard several 
davs before, and I was one of them , and an 
eventful tim e we had of it, as a future 
chapter shall teli.

The anim al artist should also study the 
habits of anim als, and in this wray learn how 
different annuals move and express their 
feelings. Each anim al has ways of doing 
things th at are pecul.ar to itself. 
In some cases these ways are very singu­ 
lar, rem arkable; in others the peculiar ac­ 
tion is not notable, yet it is as m uch a part 
of the anim al’s individuality as th a t its 
head, legs or tail are of certain proportions 
and not of any other proport ous. 
First, then. we have to studv the construc­ 
tion of the anim al fram e; second, th e sur­ 
face outline; third, each anim al’s peculiar 
action. 
We will now take up in detail the general 
p'an of th e anim al frame. 
W e will choose 
the side view because it is tho sim plest and 


In Figure 7 we have the plan or skeleton 
covered and filled In w ith the flesh. 
Beginning with the bead (figure 7) the 
flesh quite closely follows the form of the 
bonos underneath.

In an m ils the usual direction of the 
backbone or spinal colum n is horizontal. 
T hat section of the fram e may be expressed 
in tile plan bv one line. 
This must be 
divided iuto three parts, represent ng the 
neck, the body aud the ta il—the neck part 
of the 1-ne slanting upw ard, the tail part 
slanting downward, as in Figure I. 
Tim head may be represented by a long 
egg-shaped oval. T he large cud is attached 


to th e neck at such an angle th at the 
anim al’s face is nearly horizontal, instead 
of perpendicular, like the hum an face. 
(Figure I.) 
The next im portant part is the rib section. 
This is in the form of a half oval. 
It is 
under the forward part of the body line. 
(Figure 2.) 
'I he hip section is back of the rib section; 
it is under tile end of the backbone and pro­ 
jects beyond it. (Figure 3.) It is made up 
of two hotly plates, one on each side of the 
anim al, the backbone passing between and 
continuing as th e tail. 
At the front of the ribs, on each side, there 
is a fiat bono called tile shoulder-blade; this 
is a strongly m arked feature in many ani­ 
mals. (Figure 4.) 
Ju st here it m ay be m entioned that in 


some anim als, in addition to the shoulder- 
blades. there is. across I lie front of the chest 
ut the top (as in the hum an frame) a band 
of bone called tile collar-bone. 
T his is lacking in the cat. dog, cow, horse, 
and m any others. 
The birds have it; in 
them it is known as the “ wishbone.” 
N ext, in figure 5, we have, attached to 
the shoulder-blade, the foreleg. 
This cor­ 
responds to the arm in the hum an figure. 
Notice that the direction of the first divi­ 
sion. sta rin g from tile shoulder, is back­ 
wards, and that it is v ry short. 
In some anim als, indeed, t is so short and 
so hidaen in flesh th at it hardly shows as a 
part of the leg. In such anim als, seemingly, 
tile first free division of the leg begins a t 
the second joint or elbow. 
This second division corresponds to th e 
forearm in m an, as the sm aller divisions 
toward tho extrem ity correspond to the 
wrist, hand and fingers.

Built by the Prince of Wales for Eng­ 


land’s Queen.

Queen V ictoria considers herself really 
at hom e in the private garden of Osborne 
only. For in this I ttle corner of tho Isle of 
W ight alone does the 
sovereign, whose 
possess ops cover one-seventh of the globe, 
have powers absolute. 
Elsew here, and es­ 
pecially in the parks of the royal residences, 
she Is under the restraint of the officials of a 
constitutional monarchy. 
The com m issioner of public buildings and 
works treats the Crown as un institution of 
which the rights are strictly lim ited. Her 
m ajesty cannot cut a tree w ithout the con­ 
sent of the proper official. 
To escape this vigilance th e Queen has 
bought in the neighborhood of lier castle at 
Osborne some acres of ground whero she 
m ay have a gardener not subject to changes 
of adm inistration. She has even gone so 
far as to disregard for once her position of 
political im partiality and bas chosen a for­ 
m er gardener of Lord Beaeonsfield, a m an 
accustom ed to the growing of Tory flowers. 
B ut any im prudences which he m ight 
com m it will not easily reach the public. 
For while it is ease to get perm iss on to 
roam about the grounds of the castle tilts 
little garden is carefully shut off from vis­ 
itors. 
A correspondent of an English paper re­ 
cently had the good fortune to get into tile 
Swiss chalet, wine i her m ajesty lias m ade 
into a fam ily m useum , an d to walk about 
the aisles or trees where each tree com­ 
m em orates an episode In th e history of the 
royal house and recalls a day of happiness 
or sorrow. 
A short distance from the entrance to 
this private ga den is a wooden playhouse, 
built with their own hands by the Prince 
of W ales and the Duke of E dinburgh in 
1867. 
The heir to the crown has missed his vo- 
cation. He clearly had in him the m aking 
of a notable carpenter. Even to tile present 
day the prince is very proud of his work, 
and, w henever be visits O borne, bo goes 
Straightw ay to see if the playhouse is still 
standing. 
Not a nail has fallen, not a plank has 
sprung. The house, after 34 years, is as 
solid as at first. 
In the little house are preserved the play­ 
things of the royal children. Each of the 
children had little carriages of his own, 
and all are here preserve I w ith the initials 
of the owners upon them . 
The Duke of Edinburgh was a lack of all 
trades. He was a carpenter w ith his older 
brother, a mason w ith his younger brother, 
the Duke of Connaught. Tile m iniature 
fortress they built together is still pre­ 
served iii this sam e garden. 
It is m ade of stone and brick and is at 
least strong enough to brave the seasons. 
The princes worked under the eyes of their 
fattier, who was trying to teach them the 
arr of fortification. 
This fortress has undergone some as­ 
saults. Tlie Prince of Waios. having his 
five sisters and the youngest of his brothers 
under h is com m and, attacked its garrison, 
the Dukes of Ed nburgh and Connaught, 
Almost a1 ways tho heir apparent carried 
the paraoet and drove the two dukes into a 
caseum e, whero they ha I plenty of arm s 
and whence hunger alone could dislodge 
them . 
Nowadays the children of rhc Duchess of 
Albany and of the Princess Beatrice attack 
ana defend the fort which their parents, 
their uncles and their aunts have so often 
captured w ith great valor atter long aud 
glorious sieges. 
The day of ber oldest daughter’s wedding 
V ictoria took a sprig of m yrtle from the 
bride’s bouquet and planted it in t ais gar­ 
den. It rooted i’self so firmly th at now it 
is grown into a great bush. Every tim e one 
of tin* grandchildren m arries the m vrtle 
bush at Osborne is called into requisition. 
Not far from the m atrim onial Lush is a 
row of m ourning trees. In February, 1862, 
every m em ber of the royal family planted a 
tree to perpetuate the memory of the Prince 
Consort, who died in the Decem ber just be­ 
lord*. Of the eight trees, those of the Prince 
of Wales and the Princess Alice have grown 
most luxuriantly. A little distance away 
the Queen planted the para-cl pine which is 
her memorial of her husband. 
In another place are the trees commemo­ 
rating m arriages—the trees of the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, 
of

A W onderful Steam E ngine. 
[St. Louis Republic.] 
It was in 1874, I believe, th a t D. A. A. 
Buck, an ingenious m echanic of W orcester. 
Mass., constructed a perfect steam engine of 
such hlipution dim ensions as togam for its 
m aker the plaudits of the world. To go into 
exact details, th e engine, boiler, pumps, 
governors and all were so exceedingly sm all 
as to only occupy a space seven-sixteenths 
of an inch in diam eter, or about the area of 
an old-fashioned silver 3-cent piece. 
It was onlv five-eighths of an inch high, 
yet it contained 148 aistinct parts, nearly 
all of which were silver and gold. It was 
held together by 52 screws, the sinai lest 
being but I -tooths of an inch ill length. 
The engine had all the valves, gearing, etc., 
to be lound on the ordinary horizontal en- 
giit'*. 
Three drops of w ater filled the boiler! 
The engine weighed but lo grains when 
clear of the baseplate. Tho diam eter of the 
cvclinder wag but l-10th of an in c h ; length 
of stroke, 3-52ds of an inch.

No phenom ena of nature have excited 
more widespread consternation in ancient 
j 
and even in com paratively modern tim es ; 
than so-called rains of blood, stones, fishes 
j 
and reptiles. 
Tho peoples of antiquity re­ 
garded such occurrences as dire w arnings I 
and portents, and at the present day th eir j 
occasional happening gives rise to m uch 
wonder and actual fear. 
N evertheless, science has been able to ; 
ascertain the cause# which produce these ; 
rem arkab e precipitations, which are ac- 
I 
counted for by reasons entirely common- 
p'ace. In 1670 a "rain of blood” fell a t The 1 
l l igue. The citizens got un in the m orning 
and found th at a show er of crimson fluid 
had fallen during th e night. 
There was great 
excitem ent, and the 
occurrence was looked upon as foretelling 
approaching war. One level-headed physi­ 
cian got a little of th e strange w ater from 
one of tho canals and exam ined it under a 
microscope. 
He found th at the fluid had not really a 
red color, but was sim ply filtod w ith sw arm s 
of sm all crim son anim alcules. F urther in­ 
vestigation showed those anim alcules to bo 
a species of w ater flea w ith branching 
liorns. 
Presum ably they were 
brought 
from a great distance by wind and deposited 
with the rain. 
However, notw ithstanding this explana­ 
tion, the H ollanders persisted in regarding 
the aff air from a superstitious point of view, 
and m any declared afterw ard th at it was an 
omen giving w arning of the desolation 
which was subsequently brought into the 
country w ith fire and sword by Louis XIV. 
In March, 1813. the people of Gerace in 
Calabria, saw a terr.fie cloud advancing 
from the sea, which gradually changed 
(rom a pale line to a fiery red, entirely sh u t­ 
ting off the light of the sun 
Soon after 
tho town was enveloped in darkness and 
tile inhabitants rushed to the cathedral, 
supoos ng th at the end of the world was a t 
hand. 
Meanwhile the fiery red cloud covered the 
whole heavens and, am id terrific peals of 
thunder, accom panied by vivid flashes of 
forked lightning, red rain fell in large 
droos, which were im agined by the excitea 
pop,.lace to be drops of blood or fire. 
The strange show er continued to fall until 
evening, when the clouds dispersed. 
Analyses m ade of the fluid showed th at 
its coloring m atter was a light dust of a 
m arked earthy taste. Probably this dust 
was ejected by an a e tn e volcano, carried 
for a great distance by wind, and precipi­ 
tated w ith tlie rain. 
A colored deposit resem bling brick pow­ 
der took place in a valley of Piedm ont on 
en October night iii the following year. 
'I he powder covered the trees and grass, 
and the next day a fine rain fell, winch on 
being evil’(orated carried away the less- 
o.or i t particles. 
The rem ainder, accum ulating in the cavi­ 
ties of the leaves, produced th e startling 
appeal alice of blood spots, and created th e 
utm ost alarm am ong the pea-antry. It was 
decided that the deposit, which had an 
earthy flavor, was of volcanic origin. An 
analysis of some colored rain that fell in the 
N etherlands iii ISIP showed th at the red 
m atter was chiefly 
chlorite 
of cobalt. 
I loubtless tho a'leged rains of blood w hich 
were always looked upon by the ancients as 
such fatal portents w ere to he sim ilarly ac­ 
counted for. 
On Nov. 9, 1819, th e city of M ontreal was 
suddenly enveloped in darkness, and rain 
as black as ink began to fall. .Some of the 
liquid, collected and forwarded to New 
York city for analysis, was discovered to 
owe its inky hue entirely to soot. 
Toe explanation of it was th at there had 
previously been im inc*nse forest fires south 
of the O.no river, the season being rem ark­ 
ably dry, and t ie sooty particles from the 
conflagration had been conveyed by strong 
w inds northw ard, Boas to m ingle w ith the 
rain when it feli. 
A shower of a character even more re­ 
m arkable occurred in Sicily on April 24, 
1781. On the m orning of th at day every 
exposed place w ithin an extensive district 
was found covered with 
a gray w ater, 
which, being evaporated, 
left a deposit 
nearly a quarter of an inch in thickness. 
It was determ ined th at this sol d m atter 
m ust have come from Mt. .Etna. 
It is cer­ 
tain th at vast quantities of solid substances 
are constantly afloat in the atm osphere. 
The sunsets all over the world are redder 
to this day on account of the dust from the 
m ighty eruption in the S traits of Sun da 
years ago, which has not yet entirely set­ 
tled. 
Not only m 'neral substances, bu t large 
quantities of vegetable m aterial likewise, 
are always floating in the air. Astronom ers 
have frequently m istaken 
such organic 
bod es for m eteorites as they parsed across 
the tield of the telescope. 
They 
were 
finally discovered to be mostly the feathered 
seeds of plants carried by the breeze. 
H aving I cen the first to find this out, W. 
R. Dawes of the Royal Astronomical Society 
ad uried the focus of his instrum ent so as 
to exam ine the seeds, which lie found be­ 
longed to m any different kinds of plants, 
such as thistles, dandelions and willows. 
Crimson snow has been found in great 
quantities at different tim es on peaks of 
the Alps. Its color is due to a m inute spe­ 
cies of lichen, In Baffin’s bay in 1818, Capt. 
Ross of Areito fam e discovered great cliffs 
eovere I w ith bright red snow. 
The coloring m atter, when exam ined un­ 
der the nflcroscope, was found to be vege­ 
table, consisting of particles like 
very 
m inute round seeds, alf of exactly the sam e 
size. It was never learned from w hat plant 
these globules were derived. 
Rains of fishes, frogs, insects and other 
anim als are frequently recorded. They are 
always caused, apparently, by w hirling 
wind storm s, which gather them up in a 
vortex and carry them to a distance. 


C O LU M B IA ’S M O V IN G M O U N T A IN . 


A R ailw ay P u sh ed E ie h t F eet O ut b y I t 
in a F ew Y ears. 
[Goldthwaite’a Geographical Magazine,] 
A travelling m ountain is found at the Cas­ 
cades of the Colum bia. It is a triple-peaked 
mass of dark brown basalt, six or eight 
m iles in length where it fronts the river, 
and rises to a height of alm ost 2000 feet 
above the w ater. 
T hat it is iii m otion is the last thought 
which would be likely to suggest itself to 
the mind of any one passing it, yet it is a 
well-established fact that this entire m oun­ 
tain is m oving slowly but steadily down to 
the river, as if it had a deliberate purpose 
some tim e in tile future to dam the Colum ­ 
bia, and form a great lake from the Cas­ 
cades to the Dalles. 
The Iud an traditions indicate im m ense 
m ovem ents of the m ounta us in th at region 
long before w hite men came to Oregon, and 
th eearlv sett ers im m igrants m any of them 
from New E ngland gave the above de­ 
scribe I m ountainous ridge toe nam e of 
"travell ng” or “sliding m ountain.” 
In its forward and downward m ovem ent 
the (('rests along the base of the ridge have 
become subm erged in Hie river. Large tree 
stum ps can be seen standing deep in the 
water on this shore. 
’Hie railway engineers and the brakem en 
find th a t the line of the railw ay which 
skirts the foot of the m ountain is being con­ 
tinually forced out of place. At certain 
points the perm anent way and rails have 
been pushed eight or ten feet out of line in 
a few vears. 
Geologists attrib u te this strange phenom ­ 
enon to the fact th a t the basalt, which con­ 
stitutes Hie bulk of the m ounta n. rests on a 
substratum of conglom erate or of soft sand­ 
stone. which the deep, swift, current of the 
m ighty river is constantly wearing away, cr 
th a t this softer subrock is of itself yielding 
at great depths to the enorm ous w eight of 
the harder m ineral above. 


B irds as Surgeons. 
[Medical Record.] 
Some interesting observations relating to 
the surgical treatm ent of wounds by birds 
were recently brought by M . F atio before 
the Physical Society of Geneva. He quotes 
the case of the snipe, which he has often 
observed engaged in repairing dam ages. 
W ith its beak and leathers it m akes a 
very creditable dressing, applying plasters 
to bleeding wounds, and even securing a 
broken limb by means of a stout ligature. 
On one occasion lie ki.led a snipe which 
had on the chest a large dressing composed 
oi down taken from other parts of the body 
and secuiely fixed to the wound by the 
coagulated blood. Twice he had brought 
home snipe 
w ith 
interwoven 
leathers 
strapped on to the site of fracture of one or 
oilier limb. 
The most interesting exam ple was th at 
of a snipe both of whose legs he had unfor­ 
tunately broken by a misdirected shot. He 
recovered the anim al only on the day fol­ 
lowing. and then he found th a t the poor 
bird bad contrived to apply dressings aud a 
sort of splint to both limbs. 
In carrying out tiffs operation some feath­ 
ers had become entangled around the beak, 
and not being able to use its claws to get rid 
of them it was alm ost dead from bunger 
w hen discovered. 
In a case recorded by M. M agniu. a snipe

According to th e w riter’s reasoning, m at­ 
ter on the surface of the moon is acted 
upon by tw o im portant forces - the law of 
gravity would arrange the m atter in a globe 
around the centre, tile moon alone consid­ 
ered, and the attraction of the earth, being 
always exerted in the same direction rela­ 
tive to the moon’s centre, would constantly 
draw all fluid or plastic m atter to the side 
next the earth. 


Curious Bugs W hich Have Been Pre­ 


served in Perfect Cond tion Am ong 


the Rocks for Millions of Years. 
[Washington Star.] 
Decidedly the most interesting exhibit at 
the international congress of geolog sis re­ 
cently finished bere was a collection of fos­ 
sil inflects th at is said to be the m ost com ­ 
plete in existence. 
It seems wonderful that things so fragile, 
so m inute and so easily destroyed as m ere 
insects should have been preserved in rocks 
for millions upon millions of years in such 
perfection th a t the verv hairs which fringe 
the wings of ceria n very sm all varieties 
are visible today beneath the lenses of the 
microscope. 
Im bedded in the scraps of stone w hich j 
m ake up ho collection referred to are to be 
seen tho fossilized forms of a I the pr nei- 
nal species th a t Av and crawl at tho present. | 
tim e. In tiffs shape are found thoentom bed 
rem ains of an ancient host, so varied in 
structure and so c osely resem bling their 
descendants of this century th at they may I 
be said to include practically every group in 
the range of the insect world as it is now 
j 
known. 
To the im agination they repopulate the 1 
past w ith buzz ng swarm s, affording evi- 
deuce by their variety and the surprising 
num bers in iv b id i their rem nants 
are 
found of the fact th a t anciently all sorts of 
bugs, obnoxious and otherw ise, were vastly I 
more plentiful than now. 
In fact there were num erous kinds in th e ! 
ear v days of creation which have since 
vanished from tile earth. 
This was so even so late. com paratively 
speaking, as a few hundred thousand vears 
ago. during w hat is called the tert'ary | 
epoch. At th at period there was a shallow ! 
lake in a lilt e Colorado valley near P ike’s ; 
Peak, which is overlooked by a m ountain I 
known m odernly as Gopaz Butte, though ' 
designat *d by m iners as SF rn Jim . 
Stream s into w inch insects fell carried ! 
them to the lake, which lias since vanished. | 
T h ey were buried beneath laversof vo canic 
sand and ash, which fell into the lake from ! 
Borne neighboring eruption, being thus pre­ 
served, so that now geologists dig out their 
fossils with pickaxe and ham m er. 
One little hill. which was form erly an 
island, bearing to this day tho erect trunks 
of giant petrified sequoia trees, has been 
found a m ine of these bugs of antiquity. 
Buried iii Hie ancient rock are mosquitoes 
and gnats iii abundance. There are gnats 
of the kind th at feed upon toadstools and 
other fungi, "robber flies,” big and pred­ 
atory; tie s and wasps of many varieties, 
ants of all sorts, ichneum on flies and saw 
flies 
Of butterflies th *re are a few an I of 
m oths any quantity, the latter being mo tty 
of the "leaf roller” description, which wrap 
themsel* es up in leaves for 
protection, 
w hile caterpillars feed on the substance of 
the leaf’s inside, and when the provender is 
exhausted roll the leaf a little more. fasten­ 
ing it each tim e neatly w ith a silken band. 
Likewise Hies resem bling the horsefly are 
discovered, and ti re ti os also. 
O f fossil beetles the variety is endless. 
There are ground beetles, w ater beetles, 
Ju n e bugs, blister beetles, such as blisters 
are made out of tor sick people, seed weevils, 
snout beetles, w ith long probosces, buffalo 
bugs th at have sinco become a terror to 
housekeepers, carrion bect'es, lady bugs 
and meal worms, which fcod on decaying i 
vegetation for lack of meal to eat. Also 
“click beetles,” otherw ise known as "skip- 
p'ng jacks,” which jum p and m ake a click­ 
ing noise when laid on tneir hacks. 
Dragon flies th -re are. too, and it should 
not be forgotten to m ention the gall flies, 
the fem ales of which lay the r eggs in the 
bark of trees and other p ants, d e p o s in g at 
tile sam e tim e a poison th at causes an 
abnorm al grow th of vegetable tissue, useful 
to the newly batched young for food and to 
m an for ink aud various medicines. 


T H E Y ’L L N O T STA Y IN T H E N A V Y . 


A pprentice Boys G et G ood T rain in g , 
T hen L eave th e Service. 
[Detroit Free Press.] 
T he U nited S tates governm ent annually 
educates alm ost 2000 boys for the navy, 
but a ridiculously sm all proportion of them 
ever become Jack Tars. The U nited States 
has fewer native-born sailors in its navy 
than any other nation on the globe. Somo 
of her brightest boys enter as naval appren­ 
tices at ages ranging from 15 to 18. 
Of these perhaps 4 0 percent, desert before 
they reach the age of 21, at which tim e 
their apprentice h p expires. 
Those who 
rem ain ave eligible for exam ination for 
m em bership in th e class in gunnery, and at 
least, 95 per cent. could pass tlie exam ina­ 
tion if they would try. Many do not try, 
but as soon as the r term expires look for 
other em ploym ent. 
Ot those who pass and who go through 
the r six m onths term in the gunnery class 
a greater proportion do not go hack to Hie 
navv, but seek aud read fly obtain employ- 
m n t w ith some of the great electric con­ 
cerns. Tlie training those hoys have had, 
ami the e iucation they have received bv 
tim tim e they are com petent to Ii an Ile a 
gun has also m ade first-class electricians of 
th e m ; for to handle a pieceof modern naval 
ordnance, one m ust be an adept in electrical 
knowledge. 
Tim m anagers of electric light and power 
companies know this so well that .the pre­ 
sentation of d'scbarge papers as a gunner 
in the U nited .States navy insures its holder 
im m ediate em ploym ent as an electrician, 
and he is sent at a good salary to m anage a 
plant in some sm all town. 
The apprentices are not slow to find this 
out. and those who have any ob ect at all in 
rem aining th in k more of becom ing elec­ 
tricians than they do of becoming either 
gunners or sailors. 
“We have no inducem ent to rem ain here, 
anyw ay.” said an apprenticed! the Chicago 
the other day. “ We have no chance to get 
anything higher than a gu n n er’s w arrant, 
with a salary of *1800 a year, and but little 
chance to get that. 
"T here are few gunner's w arrants, and a 
political "n u ll” is always necessary to secure 
such a berth. Tim e was when we had at 
least a ghost, of a chance to go to Annapolis, 
as three of us were chosen for th at berth 
every year. Then we were more am bitious, 
for a man who goes through Annapolis may 
become an adm iral. 
"U nless he does he never can. The late 
Admiral P orter bad th a t proviso n abol­ 
ished, however, ami we have never been 
able lo get Congress to restore it. So we see 
better chances on land now than we do at 
sea.”

O ld-Fashioned F irearm s. 
[St. Louis Republic.] 
Firearm s, as distinguished from artillery, 
originated about Hie year 1364, when GOO 
"hand cannons” were m ade a t Perouse or 
Perugia. Hand guns were used at the siege 
of Arras in 1414 and at Lucca in 1430. 
Tubes for firing balls with 
gunpowder, 
capable of being held in the band and 
called “scorpions,” cam e into use in E ng­ 
land in 1440; and in 1471 300 Flem ings, 
armed with hand guns, each of wh ch re­ 
quired two m en to m anage, accom panied 
Edward IV . when he landed at Ravenspur. 
A co rp s of “arquebusiers” was formed iii 
1478. and in 1510 the Swiss had 500 cavalry­ 
men armed w ith hand guns, doing serv ce 
in Italy. Tlie wheel-lock pistol had become 
quite common iii Germ any as t arly as 15l 2, 
but its use did not spread to o her Euro­ 
pean countries until nearly a quarter of a 
century later. 
By the use of “light firearm s” at the bat­ 
tle of Pavia, Feb. 24, 1525, the Spaniards 
defeated Francis L of France. 
P avia was 
the first considerable battle in which fire­ 
arm s were used. M uskets were first used 
by the Duke of Alva against the Flem ings 
in 1567; they were introduced into the 
French arm y in 1614. 
The firelock cam e into use in 1669 and 
the fusil about 1671. A brass firearm called 
a "fancy gun.” in tile shape of a w alking 
cane, was invented in 1712. but was never 
very generally adopted. The next step for­ 
ward was the invention of the "harpoon” 
gun, this in 1731. 
Forsvtb took out his patent for igniting 
gunpowder on th e percussion 
principle 
Apr ! l l , 1807. Percussion caps were first 
used bv the French arm y in 1830, and by 
the E ng'ish iii 1853. Since th a t tim e there 
have been m any im provem ents in firearm s 
in both the old and the new worlds.

Chamberl in

Morley 
Still Berating Each Other. 


TroiiMfs for French in Madagascar— 


British Ships Shell Solomon Islands. 


A Concise Summary of Events of Note 


in the Old World. 


L o n d o n . Oct. 27.—Mr. John Morley. M. 
F. for NewcasHe-on-Tyne, spoke a t M an­ 
chester last night. 
Proceeding to criticise Mr. C ham berlain's 
speech, Mr. Morley asked w hat John Bright 
would have thought of iris assertions that 
Hie credit for good legislation belonged to 
the Conservatives, 
How w as it th a t Mr. C ham berlain worked 
heart and soul in ISHO to oust th e Salisbury 
governm ent, w hich he denounced as those 
who neither toiled nor spun. 
Not so long since Earl Salisbury dubbed 
C ham berlain the modern Jack Cade. This 
reconciliation was very w onderful, and Mr. 
Cham berlain m ust repent as he looks back 
at the errors of his m isspent political life. 
He earnestly recom m ended this sad spec­ 
tacle to Ute other Unionists as a w arning of 
the steep incline they were hurrying them ­ 
selves to. 
Then, if Mr. G ladstone’s cabinet made 
snch an awful mesa of it. w ily did not M r 
Cham berlain resign? It am ounted to this: 
After sitting and partaking in tho cabinet 
councils and sharing all the responsibilities 
a statesm an m ight, for a paltry purpose, 
holds Iris colleagues up to obloquy and con­ 
tem pt. 
Th it was hitting below’ the belt w ithout 
a parallel in Hie worst tim es of political 
history. 
He concluded by denying Mr. ch am b er­ 
lain's assertion ti)at he advocated banding 
Egypt over to either France or barbarism . 
He was certain that Lord Salisbury did 
not desire its perm anent occupation, and 
would not th an k Mr. C ham berlain for his 
language about Egypt. 
Mr. Joseph Cham berlain, in a letter reply­ 
ing to Mr. M orley’s recent criticism s, repu­ 
diates tho idea that cabinet responsibility 
precludes an admission th a t m istakes of 
policy have been made 
He says th at, as a 
m atter of fact, be did present Iris resigna­ 
tion when a m em ber of Hie cabinet, and 
on y w ithdrew it ar the earnest request of 
Mr. Gladstone, in view of the national in­ 
terest involved iu connection w ith the fran­ 
chise bill.

F ire and B ullet Used to T each Solom cn 
Islanders R espect for Q u een ’s Flag. 
N kw Y ork, Oct. 30.—A San Francisco 
special says th at letters received from the 
Solomon group of islands give particulars of 
tho cruise of tho British 
ship Royalist 
am ong the islands, and tho punishm ent in ­ 
flicted by Capri Davis on the natives for 
outrages com m itted on British subjects. 
The vessel visited Rtibiana, and by a little 
stratagem Cant. Davis secured Hie chief 
nam ed Toolo from the village. He is now a 
prisoner on board tile Royalist, pending fur­ 
ther inquiries. 
Dobeli was n ex t visited. It w’as a t this 
village th at four boys belonging to th e cu t­ 
ter Freak were massacred. 
Capt. Davis sent a message to Chief Tone, 
dem and ng th a t tho m urderers be handed 
over to him. 
Receiving no reply he landed w ith 26 
men and w ent to their village, five or six 
miles inland, where Chief Tono wras shot 
down 
The chief, with several of his tribe, 
was observed prowling aroon I the landing 
party, and it was evident th at the natives 
would have done further m ischief bad 
their lenders not been shot. 
Tho village was burned, and before re­ 
turning to the shin Hie men wont along the 
coast about three miles south and destroyed 
two war canoes. 
The offic rsof theRovallst m anaged while 
at the islands to trace the w hereahouts of a 
w oman who had been stolen when the un­ 
fortunate trader. Tom Labelle, was m ur­ 
dered tw o years ago. 
This woman supplied some im portant in­ 
form ation, which will doubtless lead to Hie 
arrest of tho natives concerned in the 
m urder. 
Tlie Royalist is now' at Cairns, hut she is 
expected to return to the Solomon Islands 
to com plete her work. 


B alfour on His Irish Policy. 
L o ndon, Oct. 24.—Rt. Hon. A. J. Balfour, 
Into chief secretary for Ireland, leader of 
the Conservative party, opened a new Con­ 
servative Club at Accrington, Lancashire, 
near M anchester, today. 
Referring to Hie Irish question, Mr. Bal­ 
four said th at during the last decade the 
contest in Ireland had been falsely repre­ 
sented as a contest of tho poor tenant 
against the 
rich 
landlord, but, lie ex­ 
plained, it was in real ty a contest between 
tile elem entary principles upon which all 
civilized society was based and Hie forces 
of outrage and disorder. 
Continuing, Mr. Balfour denied th a t Hie 
governm ent devoted its energies toenabling 
tlie landlords to collect their rents. The gov­ 
ernm ent, lie said, had endeavored to meet 
out equal justice to every British subject, 
and bad never at any tim e thought of Hie 
interests of the m inority us distinguished 
from tlio interests of the m ajority. 
Mr. Balfour, governm ent leader in the 
House, has accepted an invitation tendered 
him by prom inent citizens of Glasgow of 
all -hades of political opinion to be present 
at a non-political banquet w ten lie come- to 
Glasgow on Nov. 26 to deliver his address 
as lord rector of Hie Glasgow University. 
Mr. Balfour declined to deliver a polit cal 
address, as iris purpose in com ing lo tho 
city a as purely academical. 
Mr. Patrick M cDermott, the M cCarthyite 
candidate, bas been elected w ithout opposi­ 
tion to tile seat in Hie House of Commons 
for North K ilkenny left vacant by tile death 
of Sir John Pope Henuessy. 'idle nomination 
was given to Mr. M cDermott after it had 
been declined by Mr. M ichael D avitt.

Another, a gill, had been chained by t.ie 
legs to a log. The rooms of th e orphanage 
we; e also found 10 be in tile filthiest possi- 
ii e condition In tho kitchen of the orphan­ 
age was found a baby, ii weeks old. covered 
with dirty rag s and dying of cold and in­ 
anition. 
(Thor children wero found, in 
Hie same apartm ent, crouched around a 
sm all fire, almost frozen and h alf-star cd. 
All of them were weak and sickly, and their 
growth had been stunted ny the treatm ent 
received under Rev Mr. C otton’s manage­ 
m ent. The sanitary condition of the whole 
establishm ent was found to be perfectly 
horrible.

In Wyoming I once saw a man 
who hart been tarred and feathered, and, 
although he fully deserved the discipline, 
I could not heir) pitying him. 
Hardened tar is very hard to remove from 
Hie skin, and when feathers are added it 
forms a kind of cement that sticks d o er 
than a brother. 
As soon tile tar sets tlie 
victim’s suffering begins. It contracts as it 
cool , and every one of the little veins on 
Hie body is pulled, causing Hie most exquis­ 
ite agony. 
The prespiration is entirely stooped, and 
unless the tar is removed death is certain 
to ensue. But the rem oval is no easy task 
and requires several days. 
Tim tar cannot be softened bv the applica­ 
tion of heat, and m ust be peeled off bit by 
bit. sw eet oil being used to m ake the process 
less painful. 
Tile irr.tation to the skin is very great, as 
the hairs cannot lie disengaged, but m ust 
be pulled out or cut off. No man can be 
cleaned of tar in a single Jay, as the pain.of 
the operation would he too excruciating for 
endurance, and until this is done he has to 
suffer from a pain like th at of 10,000 pin­ 
pricks.

W hen people speak of "a good voice” 
they very often mean a loud voice, but a 
loud voice is not a good voice at all, either 
in music or anything else. 
For instance, a loud voice is seldom a dis­ 
tinct voice 
Y'ou often hear critics speak 
of "a low m usical voice. T hat kind of 
voice is usually very clear and distinct. 
A nything that is genuinely musical always 
has volume. Stand across the street and 
listen to two voices, one powerful and 
harsti. the other low and musical. 
Then turn the corner and listen again and 
you will ob-erve th at you eau hear plainly 
each 
articulation of the m usical voice, 
whereas the powerful, harsh voice will give 
a confused buzz or m urm ur.

pounds. 
M anufacturers refuse to anticipate th eir 
wants, and some of them are p utting out 
m en’s w ear .roods at extrem e low prices in 
order to keep the rn lls going. 
T he dress 
goods m arket is active .md works well em* 
ployed, though at narrow m argins of profit. 
Cotton mills have increased business in 
fancies, hut trade in staples is falling off, 
and tun ers urge th at low prices are justified 
bv the decline iii raw cotton. 
Yet the 
Southern dem and is better, and the trade 
on the whole is fairly good. 
Reports from other cities are decidedly 
more encouraging than usual, though a t 
the East im provem ent is not rapid. 
Boston 
reports fa r trade w ith im provem ent in 
many lines, a larger businesain heavvcloth- 
ing and better trade in dry goods, both 
w holesale and retail. 
Boot and shoe buyers are cautious, and 
manv m anufacturers are not now at work. 
Hides are dull tor domestic, though foreign 
are firm with good dem and. 
At H artford dry goods show derided im ­ 
provem ent, trade in hardw are is fair and in 
groceries good. 
At P hiladelphia the dry 
goods jobbing trade is fair, and flannels, 
blankets and woollen goods in better de­ 
mand from the West, b u t wool is quiet and 
carpet m anufacturers m ostly w orking shorn 
time. 
At Cleveland trade in drygoods, groceries 
and hardw are is goo and fair in shoes and 
clothing.

At Chicago some gain is seen in receipts 
of oats. end receipts of w heat and rye are 
three tim es last year’s, hut cheese, bu tter 
and wool tall short a little, corn, barley and 
cur (I m eats a third an I lard 75 per cent. 
In dry goods, clothing and shoes trade is 
m uch larger than a year ago. 
Business is good at M ilwaukee and Bt. 
Paul, and at Minneapolis the flour outp u t

year ago. 
At Kansas T ty. steady and health fu l 
activity is noted, and trade is encouraging 
at I/m isville, fairly good at M em phis an a 
Nashville, with cotton receipts \erv heavy 
at Galveston, New Orleans. Charleston and 
Savannah.

A LOSS TO THE PEOPLE. 


Law and th e courts som etim es combine 
to defeat a great purpose. 
The will of 
Sa m u e l J. T il d e n , setting apart tho bulk 
of his fortune to establish a great free public 
Horary iii the city of Now York, has been 
declared, by the highest judicial authority 
in the State, to be null and void. 
There is no pretence th a t the great states­ 
m an did not intend and design to found the 
noble benefaction. But. unfortunately for 
the public, there was a certain provision in 
the will which, by conceding to tho trustees 
certain discretionary powers in adm inister­ 
ing the estate, left a loophole open for at­ 
tack. The disappointed "next of kin” seized 
the opportunity thus afforded them . and 
they have won th e case at last, and the 
coveted share of the Tilden millions. 
On a m ere technicality -so at least it m ust 
appear to the eye of the average laym an—a 
generous purpose, known to a m ultitude, 
has been thw arted. It scarcely m itigates 
the feeling of general dissatisfaction to 
know that, in his last hours, Mr. T il d e n 
foresaw tho possibility of a contest over his 
will and sent. too late, for his friend, the 
em inent lawyer, C h a r l e s O’Co n o r, to so 
strengthen the 
expression of his great 
desire th at no one would ever venture to 
controvert it. 
N ever did the story oi a long litigation 
narry w ith it a plainer m oral, or one th at is 
more obvious. The m an who seeks to bene­ 
fit his kind should see to it th at the work 
is begun, at least, in his lifetim e. New 
York would rejoice today in the Tilden 
Memorial Library had the statesm an of 
Gram ercy Park followed this course. If 
the breaking of the T il d e n will results in 
a clear understanding on the part of all of 
the danger th at lurks in leaving purposes 
to be fulfilled after death, some substantial 
good may come out of New York's great 
loss, after all. 
Senator St a n f o r d , in California, and the 
founder of the C lark Institute in W orcester, 
have afforded th e world 
m ost valuable 
“object lessons” as to the value of th at old 
saying, "W hen a m an w ants a thing done. 
he should do it him self.” 
The defeat, 
through the courts, of Mr. Til d e n ’s great 
purpose, gives m arked em phasis to the fact. 


PLAIN FACTS FOR FARMERS. 


The advocates of war tariffs are Inter­ 
ested to show th a t 
m anufactures have 
greatly m ultiplied in M assachusetts during 
the reign of high duties, and th at th e Com ­ 
m onwealth is m uch richer than it was SO 
years ago. 
We may cheerfully acknowledge th a t 
this is the case, and rejoice in our proven 
prosperity. But this prosperity is in spite 
of high protection rath er than on acc ount 
of it. 
M anufactures 
have m ultiplied on 
all 
sides, but 
th at deserted aud neglected 
farm s have m ultiplied w ith them is a fact 
th at Is nowhere disputed. 
It is easy to say th at New E ngland farm- 
m g cannot com pete w ith W estern. B ut all 
I the while the W estern farm ers are w ailing 
i bitterly that they are up to their necks in 
mortgages, aud th a t they cannot m ake ends 
meet. 
A large and grow ing class all over Now 
England prefer native garden 
produce 
to W estern truck a t any price, if they can 
get it. In m any sections the difficulty is to 
get native produce, for the farm ers seem to 
be too discouraged to raise much for m ar­ 
ket. But on the outskirts of every large 
New England city are men who m ake a 
business of raising garden sauce, and they 
all get rich. 
Allowing, for the sake of the argum ent, 
th a t a few protective duties on M assachu­ 
setts farm products help the farm er to bet­ 
ter prices, can th is at best be more than a 
trifle compared w ith Hie increased prices of 
living which th e McKinley bill Imposes? 
Take tho M cKinley schedules and w rite 
down in one colum n every staple agricult­ 
ural product raised in M assachusetts upon 
which the McKinley bill gives protection. 
Then w rite down in a column beside it the 
articles consum ed 
by tho farm er, upon 
which he Is taxed w ithout any com pensat­ 
ing benefit. T his will tell the whole story 
as straight as any profit and loss account in 
a m erchant’s counting-room could tell it. 
Two such colum ns would show, as has 
often been shown, th at even though protec­ 
tion should be m ade to cover every possible 
product sold by a M assachusetts farm er, the 
dice are inevitably loaned against him in 
tile gauio of high protection. Ho is bound 
to fin I him self on the loss side of the ac­ 
count every time. 
The New E ngland farm or is com peting 
against heavy odds, leaving the tariff ques­ 
tion aside.* B ut it is as plain as arithm etic 
th at McKinley duties m nst inevitably in­ 
crease the burden th a t ha has to carry. 
Many a ‘M assachusetts farm er will em pha­ 
size those plain facts of the situation w ith 
his vote at town m eeting next Tuesday.

I now in­ 
crease to $2.80, on account of the McKinley 
Dill,” is very much w anted in the Republi­ 
can m eetings just now. 
No such m an has yes put in an appear­ 
ance. If. then, it is conclusively proved 
upon Republican testim ony that prices have 
gone up, w’hile wages have either rem ained 
stationary or decreased, every workingm an 
can easily do his own thinking upon this 
phase of the question. 
Aud is there any prospect of wages ever 
going up because of the McKinley bill? In 
this m atter history m ust be our chief guide. 
From the high tariff period of 1845 to the 
era ot low tariffs in 1860 w'ages increased 
nearly 30 per cent. By 1864 the tariff had 
been raised 60 per cent. 
In 1868, the tariff having reached its 
highest point, Hon. J o h n C ovodk, a promi­ 
nent protectionist Congressman, wrote that 
“more labor is now unemployed through­ 
out the countiy than w as ever before known 
In comparison to the population." 
On May 9,1878, under enormous duties, 


JOINT DEBATES AND NEWSPAPERS. 
It i9 cause for regret that the debating 
custom has to so great an extent fallen into 
disuse in the older com m unities of the 
country. It has, apparently, followed the 
spelling-book into retirem ent from public 
favor, and, unfortunately, these vacancies 
in the m eans of educational equipm ent 
have not been as yet satisfactorily filled by 
auy other m ethods or systems. 
It is not so very long ago that the debating 
society was an institution in every town of 
any im portance in tho Com m onwealth. 
I will not say how m any years have elapsed 
since it ceased to flourish. The diligence 
of tim e Hies so rapidly along life's highw ay 
th at it is not easy to keep a tally o 
s 
suc­ 
cessive stages. B ut it is safe to say that, 40 
years ago the public debate was a potential 
factor in th e developm ent of the rising 
generation. 
Then there were evenings when almost 
every country schoolhouse or town hall 
echoed to earnest and anim ated discussion. 
Ttio forum m ight be limited, the audience 
sm all, the results crude: but those who 
participated did their best to reach the 
standards w hich were established by their 
environm ent, and their efforts could not 
have been m ore faithful had a listening 
senate hung upon their words. 
Hero was m ental training; here was care­ 
ful preparation and the developm ent of 
faculties, w hich, bu t for the opportunity of 
m easuring m ind w ith mind, young men 
would not have dream ed they possessed. 
Amid 
unnreteutious 
surroundings, 
and 
under the stim ulus of modest am bitions, 
young men who afterw ard became famous 
frequently discovered them selves aud fore­ 
saw their own possibilities. 
The boy is father to the man. The youth 
who from disinclination or lack of oppor­ 
tunity loses th e discipline and general a1- 
vantages whien the public debate affords 
him, will in m aturity, when lie aspires to 
put on some of tile higher dignities and 
assume some of the larger rasponsibilities of 
life, be quite likely to run away from a 
challenge to discuss public issues face to 
} face with his opponent. 
The people of the West and .South are still 
fam iliar w ith the joint debate, but in the 
J East it has seemed to become unpopular, 
especially w ith one of the great parties. 
And yet it has certain genuine advantages. 
The most trivial proposition in legislative 
bodies usually has the full benefit of joint 
debate: bu t when it comes to one of tho 
greatest of all causes, the cause of good 
governm ent, it has, in recent instances, at 
least, seem ed impossible to bring it to the 
test of direct, m utual discussion. 
Perhaps the newspapers have been con­ 
siderable factors in reducing public interest 
in joint debates. They now do their work 
so thoroughly, especially those of the Demo­ 
cratic persuasion, in giving com prehensive 
reports of w hat is said by cam paign -peak­ 
e d on both sides, th at the reader can keep 
track of tw enty platform s alm ost as well as 
of one. 
But long-distance fighting has its disad­ 
vantages. Objection need not be m ade to 
m eans of diffusing knowledge of results so 
much as to the m ethods that produce the 
results. The newspapers inform the people 
what has been said ; but in so doing they 
are often obliged to tell them what, in fair- 


ONE MORE TARIFF OBJECT LESSON. 


The duty on pig lead and its m anufact­ 
ures, lead pipe and white ground lead (whito 
paint) was practically prohibitory before 
the McKinley bill, except as to lead ore 
mixed with silver, known as fluxing ores, 
which were admitted free of duty. 
The M cKinley bill mado this fluxing ore 
dutiable at I Mi cents per pound -th e same 
duty levied on other lead ore. F luxing ores 
were practically shut out by this duty, and 
as a result pig lead began to rise in pfice 
from 3 79-100 cents per pound in M arch,’89, 
to 6 cents per pound in November. 1890. 
The increased price of pig lead forced our 
lead pipe manufacturers to increase their 
selling prices for lead pipe; and the White 
Lead Trust took advantage of the opportu­ 
nity to nut up the price of white paint. 
Suppose a laboring man is building a 
house to cost about $2500; ho would need 
500 pounds of lead pipo for plumbing and 
300 pounds of white ground lead for paint­ 
ing.

The duties on lead are indefensible; OO 
percent, of the lead ore produced in the 
United States contains silver and would be 
mined and sm elted for the silver alone; the 
lead is a bye product; and w hite ground 
lead is m ade as cheaply in the U nited States 
as in auy country in the world. 
Thus the man who wishes to build a house 
today must pay an increased tribute, because 
of the McKinley bill, to the privileged few 
lead miners and to the White Lead Trust; 
he thus will have less to spend for other 
necessaries of life.

T he W o rk is P erfo rm ed in a Som ew hat 
P eculiar M anner. 
[Detroit Free Tress.] 
A peculiar feature of th e smoked herring 
industry in this country is the method by 
which the fish are scaled. Enormous quan­ 
tities of them are captured iii weirs and 
gill-nets and tho catch throw n into boats. 
W hen a load has been secured the fisher­ 
m an "treads them out” by w a,king briskly 
back and forth through tile nia-s of squirm ­ 
ing objects at the bottom of the boat. 
Tho motion of the fish upon each other 
and also the contact w ith the feet and legs 
of the "treader" quickly 
remove-; 
the 
scales. In t ie course of half an hour a 
skilful operator will thus scale four or five 
hogsheads of the fish. 
Another method consists in using a piece 
of hoard about a loot long and four or fire 
inches in width, w hich is securely fastened 
to a long bandie, This is thrust into the 
centre of the mass and moved briskly about 
until by continued stirrng the scales are 
moved in an incredibly short time. 
The work m ust be done w hile tile fish ate 
fresh, as otherwise the scales become set 
and can only be taken off w ith groat diffi­ 
culty. 
Care is exercised in both processes, as if 
not system atically done m any of tim catch 
will only he partially scaled, and it stirred 
about or "trod out” for too long a tim e, the 
flesh will be soft or bruised, in which case 
the catch will be less salable, and if the 
skin is broken absolutely worthless. 
After scaling, they are washed and salted 
in tubs, barrels or hogsheads; then strung 
on sticks, from 25 to35 being placed on each, 
according to their size. 
The next step consists in rewashing, to re­ 
move all the blood and dirt th at lias accu­ 
m ulated, and tho strings are then laid on 
frames in the open air to drain nnd also to 
harden and dry the gill-covers. 
Tliis being accom plished they are taken 
to the smoke house, properly arranged, the 
fires started and the sm oking begins. 
Several kinds of wood are used for this

Not only that, hut an institution of equal 
value and beneficence w ith Cooper Union 
was foreshadowed. 
This m agnificent purpose of the testator 
was plainly told in the 35th section of the 
will, which provided for "an institution to 
be

as the Tilden Trust, w ith 
capacity to establish and m aintain a free 
library and reading room in the city of New 
York, and to promote such ev entide and 
educational objects as my said executors 
and trustees may more particularly desig­ 
nate.” 
It is this thirty-fifth section of the will 
which furnishes tho basis unon w hich the 
contest has been carried to a successful 
issue.

C hattanooga, Tenn., Oct. 31.—The tele­ 
graph operator at Clinton reported th at 
heavy firing was going on at Priceville. Ho 
said tliat the convicts in tho branch prison 
were released last night by m iners. Tho 
convicts were given citizens’ clothes to 
enable them lo conceal th eir identity, and 
those who would take firearm s wore fur­ 
nished with weapons. 
T he stockade and 
three other buildings wore burned. Three 
thousand m liers surrounded the stockade 
and tho guards gave up. They were armed 
with W inchesters. No one had been killed. 
Beyond a doubt the stockades of the Ten­ 
nessee Milling Company a t Briceviile and 
of the Knoxville Iron Company at Coal 
Creek have beau burned. The convicts em ­ 
ployed in these lu nes, to tho num ber of 
320, have been released, and are now at 
large. Most oi them are reported to have 
gone tow ards the K entucky I;no. it has 
boon ascertained that largo num bers pf suits 
oi citizens’ clothes were purchased seveial 
days ago, and it is now certain th at they 
were for the use of the discharged convicts, 
whoso escape would be facilitated by dis­ 
carding their striped clothes. The greatest 
excitem ent prevails in the surrounding 
country, owing to the convicts being at lib­ 
erty in such large num bers and the further 
trouble that is anticipated in auv effort 
th at m ay be made to enforce the peniten­ 
tiary convict lease laws. The guards who 
have been in charge of the stockades at 
Briceviile have just arrived. The arm s of 
the guards were ail captured, w ith trifling 
exceptions. No resistance was made, and 
consequently no blood shed. 
Tile m iners who effected the release seem 
to have acted with the greatest secrecy, 
showing a perfect, organization. There were 
no outw ard indications of im m ediate ac­ 
tion, and people were beginning to believe 
that the m atter would he left to the courts 
for settlem ent. Tile act of the m iners seems 
to be a surprise to the cit zeus in tile vicin­ 
ity of Briceviile. Those who, in defiance of 
law, released the convicts, repaired to the 
stockades soon alter dark, gave tiieir orders 
and the work was done. All is quiet at the 
m ines today, and no im m ediate trouble 
need be anticipated.

A CU RIO U S P H E N O M E N O N . 


A S troke of L ightning B leaches a Stripe 
in a G ranite M onum ent. 


[Philadelphia Pres*. J 
D uring one of the recent storm s til at raged 
,.brough the country a rem arkable freak 
was played by electricity. The lightning 
struck a tall m onum ent of granite and. fol­ 
lowing the shaft to the second base or 
plinth, decolorized a portion of tile stone in 
a stripe about three-quarters of an inch in 
W id th . 
Tile m onum ent stands upon att eminence 
in W oodward 
Hill cem etery, Lancaster, 
Penn., an I is one of the m ost striking feat­ 
ures of that beautiful spot. Form ed of 
Barry granite, it rose to tho m ajestic height 
of 45 foot. 
The Sealt a single stone of granite, is 3 0 
feet rn length, and is probably tile largest 
single-stone shaft in the ga*ate. The total 
weight of tile m onum ent is OO tons, aud 
the shaft alone weighs 20 tons. 
It was erecfed upon Hie plot of ground 
belonging' to tile Grub!) fam ily, and on the 
polis.md d ie 's die inscription. The cap is 
ornam ented w ith a graceful monogram of 
tho Huffily. 
The lightning struck the arras, or angle, 
wit hin a foot of the pyram idal top. and then 
passed the m onum ent in a zigzag Iii)'’, 
bleaching the atom - as it w ent till it reached 
tho p intii or second base, w here it stopped 
and all vestige OI it ceased. 
Tile decolorized stripe is 
about threer 
quarters of an inch in w idth aud is ex­ 
trem ely regular from end to end. 
In pass­ 
ing through the cap it deviated slightly 
from its course ami passed the monogram 
very closely, but leaving it uninjured. 
The most. peculiar part of tins electrical 
freak is that the stone is perfectly sound, 
and no sign of a crack or burn exists any­ 
where upon its surface.

She is represented |

features, 
dark eyes, high forehead and a profusion of 
hair, combed back and intertw ined w ith , 
pearls. It would be unfair to judge from 
the old canvas of tim living fa r one whose 1 
charm s the world has been set a-sm ung. 
In Hie Chicago Herald, a few years ago, a 
w riter signing him self “J. C. McGavin, 
Racine, Wi*..” daringly endeavorei 
to 
hum bug Hie world as to the identity of 
"A nnie.” 
His story, in brief, was to the following I 
effect: He said th at he was raised on the 
next farm to Annie’s father, Jam es Laurie, j 
th at she was born in 1827. th at she was 17 
years old when the song was w ritten, th at 
one Wallace, foreman on the farm, fell iii 
love with Annie, was discharged, went to I 
his home in Max Walton, took sick on the 
night of his arrival ami wrote tile » ng on 
his death bod. at which Annie waited till 
tied od. 
All this was pure invention. There are 
two versions of the song an old one aud a 
modern one. 
Robert Chambers wrote in 1839 that the 
song was written by a Mr. Douglas of Ping- 
land. th at Ann e was one of four daughters 
of Sir Robert, L aura, first baronet ol Max­ 
w e l l s . th at Sir Robert pot his title in 
1686, th at the song was w ritten, iii its early 
form, about tit© end of the l i t h century, 
th at Douglas lost A nne, ami th at she be­ 
cam e the wife of Ferguson of Craigdarrocli. 
In the “Lyric Gems of Scotland.” vol i, p. 
2<)4, the lur is at tribut d to I ady John Scott, 
author of "Douglas Tender mid True.” 
A lew years ago. In t e Glasgow Weekly 
Ma l. the following extract from the fam ily 
register of Sir Rob rt Laurie, in Ii a own 
handw riting, was given by a correspon­ 
dent: "At tim pleasure of Almighty God. 
my daughter, Annio Laurie, was horn on 
the I nth day of December. 1882, about ti 
o'clock in the m orning, nm) was baptized 
by Mr. George Hunter, m inister of Glen- 
cairn.” 
About seven miles from Thornhill, in 
Dum friesshire. 
Soot., 
are 
“ Max Walton 
Braes and house, famed in song as Hie home 
of “bonnie Annie La trio.” [Black’s. I’ c- 
turesqne Tourist of Scotland. Edinburgh. 
1880. Rage 158.! Near to the Braes is 
Gleneairn, on the ('’airn water. 
Peter C unningham , iii his "Songs of Scot­ 
land” (London, 1815), quotes 0, K. Sharpe 
in giving the genealogy of Annie as daugh­ 
ter of Sir Robert Laurie of Maxwelton. 
This may l>e considered as decisive of tile 
spurious claim s of J. C. M cGavin’s friend. 
Wallace. 
There arc. however, two versions of the 
song. Lady John Scott is credited with the 
composition of Hie air now so popular in 
two worlds ceria nlv as popular h e re in 
America ss in t e country of its birth sung 
bv the Scottish brigade in t he trenches be­ 
fore Sebastopol, sung, too, by our bravo boys 
iii blue as they cheerfully m arched south- 
wards to preserve tho nation’s unity, and to 
purify its flag in their hest hlnort. 
Lady John Scott lies touched up and very 
much im prove! the whole song, winch, in 
its better known, modern form, first ap­ 
peared about 0 » years ago, and rushed at 
once into a popularity te a t has endured to 
Hie present day. 
A eoilat’on of the a n ti q u e form of this 
deathless ditty with the modern version bv 
I-a. ?y John Scott, will show now much it 
has gained in beauty and in sweetness by 
her artistic touches.

Decidedly the w a’ch ie a very queer tiling 
It possesses some unaccountable peculiari­ 
ties. Soma tim e ago, when there had been 
a succession cl flue displays of the aurora 
borealis, it was estim ated, th at in a single 
night in New York tho m ain springs of not 
less th at 3GOO watches broke. This estim ate 
is based on actual inquiries. 
Fine. sensitive watches are particularly 
liable to be affected by electrical a inos- 
piieric disturbances 
During the month* of 
June, Julv and August, when these phe­ 
nomena are most fie j u i ut, thine are r n , re 
mainspring* br ken than din ing ail the re­ 
m aining m onths of tile year. They break 
in a variety of ways, som etim es Knapping 
into as many as 37 p ores. 
It is a fact th at slice the introduction of 
the electric light has become so *• peril, a 
large num ber of watches, soma of them 
cry fine ones, have become magnetized. 
While iii this condition thev are useless as 
t.mc-keoper . This de ect used to Im con- 
s deled incurable, an I because of it. thous­ 
ands of watches have been thrown away, 
after much money had been spent on them 
iii vain attem pts to persuade them to keep 
good time. 
Among tile m ethods resorted 
to were 
washing the paris in garlic juice, refinish­ 
ing and passing them through th© fire. But 
all these devices were en .ire lailures. or 
onlyin part effective. 
There are occas ohs when it is a very seri­ 
ous m atter to have vour watch m agnet zed. 
1’hf captain of an AB an t c steam er, belout 
putting to sea on a rec nt voyage, was in­ 
vited to inspect an electric dynam o m a­ 
chine. and exam ined its parts closely. 
Soon aller getting on board tho steam er, 
he

When lie removed 
It the needle resumed its constancy to the 
polar star. 
W atches frequently get magnetized in ron 
mines or m achine shops, where they are in­ 
cautiously brought near sw iftly running 
belts.

P lants have no t th e pow er of re je c tin g 
noxious floids, b u t tak e up by th e ir roots 
everything presented in a soluble form . 
Thus th# acid enters th e sap-vessels of 
cultivated plants, stints their g ro w th and 
makes it im possible for th em to a tta in th a t 
size and perfection w hich th eir p ro p er fond 
would ensure, if it w ere presented to th em 
w ithout its poisonous accom panim ent. 
lf add s ex ist In soils, then. w h en ev er an 
arid m eet* w ith calcareous e -rth . th e tw o 
m ust com bine w ith and n e u tra liz e each 
other, so far as th eir proportions are prop­ 
erly adjusted. If com pounds of lim e and 
vegetable acid are present in m ost soils, it 
follows in ev itab ly th a t n a tu re ha* pro v id ed 
m eans by w hich soils can g en erally obtain 
th is acid. and if th e am o u n t form ed can 
balance th e lim e, th e operation of th e sam e 
cause® can exceed th a t q u an tity , a u d leave 
an excess of free acid. 
E very n eu tral soil a t som e fo rm er tim e 
m ust have contained calcareous e a rth in 
sufficient q u a n tity to produce th e u n ifo rm 
effect of th a t in g red ien t of sto rin g up and 
fixing fertility . 
It w as th e n a calcareous 
soil, how ever sm all m ig h t h av e been th e 
proportion of free carbonate of lim e con­ 
tained. T he decom position of th e succes­ 
sive grow ths of plants, left to ro t on th e 
rich soil, co n tin u ally form ed v eg etab le acid, 
w hich, as fast as form ed, u n ited w ith tho 
lune of th e soil. A t last these tw o p rin ci­ 
ples balance each other, and th e soil w as no 
longer calcareous, b u t n eutral. 
Instead of its form er in g red ien t, carbo­ 
nate of lim e.it was now supplied w ith a veg­ 
etable salt of lim e. T his c h an g e of soil 
does not affect th e n a tu ra l g ro w th , w hich 
rem ains th e sam e, an d th riv es as w ell as 
w hen th e soil w as calcareous; a n d w hen 
brought in to cu ltiv atio n th is soil is equally 
productive under all crops su ited to cal­ 
careous sd ls. 
lf the supplies of v eg etab le m a tte r con­ 
tin u e, th e soil m ay even becom e acid in 
some m easure, as m ay be ev idenced by tho 
growth of sorrel—b u t w ith o u t losing any 
of its fertility before acquired. T h e degree 
of acid ite in any one soil freq u en tly v aries; 
it is increased by th e gro w th of such p lan ts 
as d elig h t to feed on it. and by th e decom po­ 
sition of all vegetable m atters. H en ce th e 
longer a poor field rem ains a t rest, and n o t 
grazed, th e m ore acid it becom es; an d th is 
evil keeping pace w ith th e benefits derived, | ^.pnUy Poss«*sPd. 
is th e cause of so little im p ro v em en t or 
increased product, is obtained from p u ttin g 
acid soils u n d er th at m ild tre a tm e n t. C u lti­ 
vation no t only prevents new supplies, b u t 
also dim inishes th e acidity alread y p resen t 
in excess, by exposing it to th e atm osphere, 
and therefore th e m ore a soil iB ex h au sted 
of its fertility , th e m ore w ill it also be de­ 
prived of its acidity (in absolute q u an tity , 
though n o t relativ ely to its degree of fer­ 
tility, w hich w ill be lessened still more). 
It is seen from th e analysis fu rn ish ed by 
wood ashes, th a t even poor acid soils con­ 
tain a little salt of lim e, and th erefo re m u st 
have been slig h tly 
calcareous 
a t som e 
form er tim e. B u t such sm all proportions 
of calcareous e arth w ere soon equalled, and 
th u s exceeded, by th e form ation of veget­ 
able acid, before m tioh pro d u ctiv en ess was 
caused. 
T he soil being th u s changed, th e p lants 
suitable to calcareous soils died off, and 
gave place to others w hich produce, as w ell 
as feed and th riv e on acidity. 
Still, how ­ 
ever, even these plants fu rn ish a b u n d a n t 
supplies of vegetable m atter, sufficient to 
enrich th e lan d in th e h ig h est d eg ree; b u t 
th e an tisep tic pow er of th e acid p rev en ts 
th e leaves from ro ttin g for years, an d even 
th en th e soil has no pow er to profit by th e ir 
products. T hough continually w asted, th e 
' egetable m a tte r is co n tin u ally ag ain form ­ 
ing, an d alw ays present in abundance, but 
m u st 
remain* alm ost useless to th e soil 
u n til th e accom panying acid ity sh all be 
destroyed. 
Much of our land w hich has long been 
arab le is ren d ered un p ro d u ctiv e by acidity, 
an d successive g e u erat ops h av e toiled on 
such land alm ost w ith o u t rem u n eratio n , 
an d w ith o u t suspecting th a t th e ir w orst 
virgin land was th en rich er th a n th eir 
manured lots appeared to be. T h e cu ltiv ato r 
of such soil, w ho know s n o t its p ecu liar 
disease, has no o th er prospect th a n a g rad u al 
accrease of Ins alw ays scanty crops. 
B u t if 
the ev il is once understood, and th o m eans 
of its rem oval arc w ith in his reach , he has 
reason to rejoice th a t his soil was so co n sti­ 
tuted as to he preserved from th e effects of 
the im providence of his fo refath ers, w ho 
w ould h av e worn ou t any lan d n o t alm ost 
indestructible. 
The presence of acid, by re stra in in g th e 
p ro d u ctiv e pow ers of th e soil, has in a g re a t 
m easure saved it from ex h au stio n , anti 
a fte r a course of cropping w h ich w ould j 
h av e u tte r ly ru in ed soils m u ch b e tte r con­ 
stituted, th e pow ers of o u r acid lan d rem ain 
not greatly im paired, th o u g h do rm an t, and 
ready to be called in to actio n by m erely 
being relieved of its acid q u ality . 
A few crops w ill reduce a new acid field 
to so low a ra te of p ro d u ct th a t it w ill 
scarcely pay for its c u ltiv a tio n ; b u t no g reat 
change is afterw ard caused by co n tin u in g 
scourging tillag e and g razin g for 50 years 
longer. T h u s 
our acid soils 
h av e tw o 
rem arkable and opposite q u alities, both pro­ 
ceeding from th e sam e cau se; th e y can 
neither be en rich ed by m an u re nor im pov­ 
erished by cu ltiv atio n to auy g re a t ex ten t. 
T he fertilizin g effects of calcareous earth 
are chiefly produced by its pow er of n eu ­ 
tra liz in g acids, an d of com b in in g p u tres­ 
cen t m an u res w ith soils, betw een w hich 
th e re w ould otherw ise be little, if any, ch em ­ 
ical a ttra c tio n . 
Poor a u d acid soils can n o t be im proved 
du rab ly or profitably by p u trescen t m a­ 
n u res w ith o u t previously m a x in g them cal­ 
careous, and thereby correctin g th e defect 
in th e ir con stitu tio n . 
C alcareous earth has pow er to preserve 
those an im al m atters w hich are m ost liable 
lo w aste, and w hich give to th e sense of 
sm ell full evidence w hen th ey are escaping 
Q uicklim e is used to p rev en t th e escape of 
offensive effluvia from an im al m a tte r; b u t 
its operation is en tirely d ifferen t from th a t 
of calcareous earth. T h e fo rm er effects its 
o bject by "e atin g ” or decom posing th e an i­ 
m al substances (and n early d estro y in g it as 
m anure) before putrefaction begins. 
T h e operation of calcareous e a rth 1s to 
m o d erate an d retard, bu t n o t to p rev en t 
p u tre fa c tio n ; no t to destroy th e anim al 
m a tte r, b u t to preserve it effectually, by 
fo rm in g new com binations w ith th e p rod­ 
u cts of pu trefactio n . 
T he power of calcareous e arth to com bine 
w ith and retain p u trescen t m an u re im plies 
th e power of fixing th em in any soil to 
w hich both are applied. T h e sam e pow er 
w ill be equally ex erted if th e putrescent, 
m anure is applied to a soil w h ich had pre­ 
viously been m ade calcareous, w h eth er by 
nature or by a rt. 
W hen a ch em ical com bi­ 
nation is form ed b etw een th e tw o kin d s of 
m anure, the one is n ecessarily as m uch 
fixed in th e so l as th e o th er. 
N eith er air, 
sun nor rain can th e n w aste th e p u trescen t 
m anure, because n e ith e r can ta k e it from 
the calcareous earth, w ith w h ich it is ch em ­ 
ically com bined. 
N oth in g can affect th e sep aratio n of the 
part* o f th is com pound m a n u re , ex cep t th e 
attractive pow er of g ro w in g p lan ts, w hich. 
as all e x p erien ce show s, w ill d raw th e ir 
food from th is com bination as fa st us they 
require it. a n d as easily as from sand. 
T he m eans, then, by w hich calcareous 
earth acts ae a n im proving m anure are 


com pletely p reserv in g p u tre sce n t m an u res 
from w aste and yield in g th e m freely for use. 
T hese p a rtic u la r benefits, how ever g reat 
they m ay he, can n o t be seen very q u ick ly 
a fte r a soil is m ade calcareous, b u t w ill in ­ 
crease w ith tim e, and, w ith th e m ean s for 
o btaining v eg etab le m atters, u n til th e ir ac­ 
cu m u latio n is equal to th e soil’s pow er of 
reten tio n . T h e Kind or th e source of e n ­ 
rich in g m a n u re does n o t a lte r th e process 
described. 
Tlie n a tu ra l g ro w th of th e soil, le ft to die 
and rot, or o th e r p u trescen t m an u res col­ 
lected a n d applied, w ould alik e he seized 
by th e calcareous e arth a n d fixed by th e 
soil. 
This, th e m ost im p o rtan t au d v alu ab le 
operation of calcareous e arth , th e n gives 
n o th in g to th e soil, b u t onlv secures o th er 
m anures, and gives them w holly to th e soil, 
fixing th e m th e re iii chem ical com bination. 
Tho n e x t m ost valu ab le property qf oai- 
carious m a n u re s for th e im p ro v em en t of 
soils is th e ir pow er of n e u tra liz in g acids, 
w hich even on poorest c u ltiv a te d soils con­ 
ta in in v eg etab le m a tte r m ore th a n th ey 
can beneficially u se; an d w h en first cleared 
th ey h av e it in g re a t excess. 
So an tisep tic is tile q u a lity of poor w ood­ 
land, th a t before th e crop of leaves of one 
year can e n tire ly rot, tw o o r th re e oth ers 
w ill h av e fallen, an d th ere are alw ays 
enough, a t a n v one tim e, to g reatly en rich 
th e soil, if th e leaves could bo ro tte d aud 
fixed in it at once. T h e an tisep tic effect of 
vegetable acid in o u r soils receives stro n g 
support from th e facts estab lish ed w ith re­ 
gard to peat soils, in w hich veg etab le a d d s 
h av e been discovered by chem ical analyses. 
N ot only does v eg etab le m a tte r rem ain 
w ith o u t p u trefactio n in p eat soils a n d bogs, 
and serve to increase th e ir d epth by re g u la r 
accretions 
from 
th e successive an im al 
grow ths, b u t even tho bodies of beasts and 
m en h av e been found un ch an g ed u n d e r poat 
m any y ears a fte r th ey had been covered. 
It Is w ell Known th a t th e leaves of trees 
ro t very q u ick ly on rich lim e-stone soils, 
w hile th e successive crops of sev eral y ears’ 
grow th, in th e d ifferen t stages of th fd r slow 
decom position, m ay be alw ays found on 
g ran ite soils. 
T h e presell- e of acid in soils, 
by p rev en tin g or re ta rd in g p u trefactio n , 
keeps th e v eg etab le m a tte r in ert, an d even 
h u rtfu l on c u ltiv a te d land, and th e crops 
are still fu rth e r in ju red by ta k in g up th e 
poisonous acid w ith th e ir n u trim en t. 
A sufficient q u a n tity of calcareo u s earth , 
m ixed w ith such a soil, w ill im m ed iately 
n eu tralize th * acid and destroy its pow ers, 
and th e soil released from th is b an efu l in ­ 
fluence w ill be ren d ered capable, for th e 
first tim e, of using th e fertility w h ich it 


In com m on w ith clay, calcareous earth 
possesses th e pow er of m ak in g sandy soils 
m ore close and firm , and, in com m on w ith 
sand, th e pow er of m ak in g clay soils lig h ter 
or m ore open and m ellow . 
W hen san d an d 
clay th u s alter th e te x tu re s of soils, th e ir 
operation is alto g eth er 
m echanical, 
b u t 
calcareous eartii m u st e x ert chem ical action 
in producing such effects, as its pow er is 
very far g reater th a n th a t of eith e r san d or 
clay. 
A very g re a t q u a n tity of clay w ould be 
required to stiffen a sandy soil perceptibly, 
and still m ore san d w ould be necessary to 
m ak e a d a y soli m uch lig h ter, so th a t th e 
cost of such im p ro v em en t w ould generally 
exceed th e benefit obtained. 
F a r g reater 
effects on th e te x tu re of soils are deriv ed 
from m uch less q u an tities of calcareous 
earth , besides ob tain in g tho m ore valu ab le 
operation of its o th e r pow ers.
